Campaign Finance Disclosure Statement Instructions 


A sample of the campaign finance disclosure form is found in Appendix B of the guide. 
Additional copies of this reporting form may be obtained from the Secretary of State. 
Essentially the campaign financial disclosure form requires information on contributions 
received and expenditures made by the political committee or political party during the 
calendar year up to the cut off date of the reporting period. The following comments may 
assist proper completion of the forms. 


Campaign finance disclosure statement shall include the following information: 


Cover Page (Committee information, statement and signature): 

* Political committee or political party name, street address, postal address, 
city, state, zip code, daytime and evening telephone number, and e-mail 
address; 

* Type of campaign statement (pre-primary, pre-general, mid-year, year-end, 
amendment, supplement, or termination); 

* Ifa ballot question committee, the ballot question number and whether the 
committee is for or against the measure; 

" The statement shall include a certification that the contents of the statement 
is true and correct signed by the treasurer of the political committee or 
political party. 


Schedule A \ (Monetary contributions from individuals): 
The total amount of contributions of one hundred dollars or less in the 
aggregate from one source received during the reporting period; 

* The name, residence address, city, and state of each person contributing a 
contribution of more than one hundred dollars in the aggregate during the 
reporting period and the amount of the contribution. Any contribution from 
any political committee or political party shall be itemized. Any 
contribution from a federal political committee or political committee 
organized outside this state shall also include the name and internet website 
address of the filing office where campaign finance disclosure statements 
are regularly filed for the committee.
